Mr. Corliss declared that there had 
been a deliberate ylolatlon ol the laws 
•galnM combination aiul that the ef- 
fect was to advance the coet of cable 
message on the Atlantic 2% cents a 
mwd. Chairman Ray and tlie mem- 
ber* of the committee asked a number 
o( QUevtions which developed rather 
sharp division over the res(>lii*!on. Mr. 
GorllsB said the matter had not been 
brought to the attention of the attor- 
ney general «o far ae he knew, but he , 
dieeired that the committee take cog- 
niBftnce of facts wliich showed an of- 
fense against the law and refer the 
subject to the attorney general for 
his invlstigatlcn and action. Mr. Little- 
IMd made the point that If the sub- 
loot bad never been brought before 
tho attorney general he could not be 
rottls* in not acting on it, and until 
he declined to act congress was not 
warranted In giving him directions. 
H« thought this amounted to a reflec 
tlon on the attorney general. Mr. Cor- 
liss disclaimed any purpose of maklhg 
such reflf< lions. He simply stated 
tao^ he said, preliminary to action. 

Chairman Ray said the resolution 
amounted 1o a direction by congress 
to the attorney general to do his duty, 
when there was nothing to show he 
was remiss in bia duty or knew any- 
thiag about the matter. He suggeated 
that Mr. Corlif=s phould go first to the 
attorney general. Mr. Corliss remark- 
ed that he had not come to be advised 
as to what h-e Fhould do, but merely 
to be heard on a statement of facts. 
If th«re was to be no action he desir- 
ed to have the committee share in the 
responsfbility for non-«cti6o. 

Mr. Lil'lefield expre^ssed the ttellef 
that the opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral could be gotten in 15 minutes if 
steps were taken to get the subject be- 
fore him. He added that charges 
oftect had been made a^aini^t the last 
•ttormey general and against the pres- 
ent one that they bad failed to act, but 
Mr. Littleton said he had failed to find 
the officials had ref used to act on any 
DMitter properly iNroutht to their at- 
tentioD. 

Ifr. Corliss maintained that there 
was ample evidence to warrant in- 
quiry by the proper offlcials prelimi- 
vkry to action.

Hs wae 
uken a block avay and banged to a 
tree. 



Another Veto For Deserter. 

Washington, March 28.— President 
Roosevelt sent to the house a vetl if 
the bill for the relief of Emanuel 
Klauser frcHn the charge of desertion. 
The president says this bill, like the 
senate bill in the rase of John W. 
Howell, no' only authorizes the pres- 
ident to act, but also orders the sec- 
retary of war to revoke and set aside 
the order approving the proceedings, 
findings and sentence of a general 
courtmartial. and ti grant an honor- 
able discharge. "It appears to im- 
ply," says the president, "the posses- 
sion by congress of the power of over- 
ruling and reversing by statute a 
valid Judgment. If it did not do that 
it was simply an exercise of the par- 
don'ing power. It is a question as to 
whether congress possesses either of 
these powers, and when it directed 
the secretary ot war to revoke an or- 
der, con g re ss In fact did the thing 
which it ordered him to dq." * 

Qsrmany's Attitude Ixplalitsd. 

Washington, March 28.— At the cab 
Inet meeting Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson made a statement regarding 
the discrimination by Germany 
against American food products, es- 
pecially meats. He pointed out that 
the Qerman analysis of the food pro- 
cliKt.s were undoubtedly very severe 
and indicated that it' similar analysts 
were resorted to by Amerhan officials 
against German food products coming 
into the United States millions of dol 
lars of German goods would be shut 
out of this /:ountry every year. The 
position taken by Secretary Wilson 
is regarded as mild. 

Purchased by Chicago Firms. 

Chicago, March 28. — Two Chicago 
bond houses have purchased |6,000,000 
of the Mefkan government redeem 
able internal Ave per cent bonds of 
the fourth series.

MOREUOHT ON THE DANISH DEAL 



llUtory ef the NegtiNattons Between 
the I'nlted States and Denmurk 
For the Purchase of Danlsb 
West Indian islands. 



New York. March 28.— Carl Fischer- 
Hansen of this city, who was attorney 
for Walter Christmas, the representa- 
tive of the Danish government in the 
overtures for the purchase of the Dan- 
ish West Indian islands in 1900, was 
indignant at .the conduct of bis client 
shown in secret report to the Danleb 
minister, lately printed. 

"Ordinarly, legal etiquette." said he, 
"would prevent my speaking. But this 
report Is so defamatory and outrage 
OUR that I feel justified in washing my 
hands of the whole affair." 

Christmas undertook, according to 
Mr, Flscher-Hansen, to start the sale 
of the islands for the Honing ministry. 
As far back as 1860, the sale had been 
almost consummated, but at the last 
moment this government had drawn 
back. Thus Denmark could not make 
overtures, or do more than suggest 
that overtures would be acceptable. 
This Christmas did. He conducted 
Secretary White of the American em- 
bassy from I.ondon to Cope^nhageii, 
"At that point," said Mr. Fise her-Han- 
sen, "his services ended. The negotia- 
tions from there on were carried for- 
ward by the American minister in Den- 
mark and the Danish minister at 
Washington." 

The Herring ministry, going out of 
existence In a few months, was suc- 
ceeded by the S< bested ministry, to 
which Christmas made his secret re- 
port, setting forth the alleged obliga- 
tions he was under to various Amer- 
icans. 

"This report was evidently made." 
said the lawyer, "with the belief that 
it could never see the light. But its 
publi;ation has shown Its absurdity. 
1 am quite sure Christmas never saw 
the men he mentions and 1 believe 
the report was made for the purpose 
cf personal gain."

A Kentucky Congressman, and a Dem- 
ocrat at that, James N. Kshoe, has intro- 
duced a bill into Congress providing for 
the payment of fnneral expenses of vete- 
rans of tbeCXvU war who do not leave an 
estate sufBdeot to defray luch expense. 
Now the government buries only those 
who elie in .'^oldiere' Honiep, and whose 
bodies are not claimed by relatives. In 
Ohio, and a few other States, a small al- 
lowance is made for the barial of in- 
digent Boldiera. 

This bill coming from a Southern Con- 
greoeman is s pretty oompliment to the 
old soldiers and one that Will be appre- 
ciated by the Granel Army of the Repub- 
lic throughout the United States. We 
cannot do too much for the old boys in 
blue, and the government that will see 
the defenders of its honor in times of wsr 
suffer in life and go to the potter's field 
in death, has not reached those ideals of 
gratitude that are the foundation stones 
of good government. 

Tills forgetting of the dead soldier and 
the inditference and lack of gratitude 
and care of the old one, no longer useful 
to the government, wa^ the prisnary 
cause of the dissolution and fall of the 
Kreat Homan Empire. Ail the honors of 
Rome, all her dowers and tributes were 
for the living, active soldiers. The old 
veterans were forgot and left to starve 
and die. A government with so little 
gratitude for those who hsd made it, 
could not live. 

Rome went the way of all nations un 
appreciative and angratsfnl to those wh( 
shed their blood for them. But the Tni- 
ted States will never be guilty of this 
crime, for it is nothing less than a crime 
Representative Kehoe is serving his 
first term, but is displaying ability, that 
marks him as one of the coming leaders 
of the Democmtic side.

— The only live 
mush ox ever exhibited on the Amer- 
ican continent has been added to the 
N«w York Zoological park, and will 
resnnin there as long as artificial Ice 
and a deep, cool cave can persuade it 
to keep its health and lift- '.(idO miles 
away from home. The ox was cap- 
tured in March, 1901. directly north 
of the f!rea( Bear lake, and a score of 
miles from the Arctic ocean. Four 
others were taken at the same time, 
but they fell prey to the sledge dogs. 



Increase In Wages. 

Bethlehem, Pa., March 28.— An in- 
rrease of 10 per cent has been made 
by the Thomas Iron company in the 
wages of the men employed at the 
company's furnaces at Hellertown.

Mrs. Ellen Boone was arrested at May 
ville last Saturday night and brought to 
Falmouth Monday by Chief of Police M.

The 
evidence produced last week at the Cor 
oner's inquest as to tbe cause of the 
death of her huslMiid, Win. Boone, last 
August, led to warrants being ietiied 
against her aD<l Sanford Sharp on the 
charge of murder. Sharp is still at laiite. 

A few weeks after the death of her 
husband, Mrs. Boone and five other nine 
children, accompanied by Sharp, went to 
Aberdeen, O., and later on Mrs,. Boone 
and children moved near Maysville. ''tie 
was visiting a friend in Maysville when 
Chief Donovan placed her nnder arrest 
He reports that she seemed very luiich 
surprised at her arrest and gave way to 
bitter anguish and grief, at tbe same 
time vehemently proteatiog her inno 
cence. 

A Pendletonian tcribe called to see 
Mrs. Boone at the jail Monday afternoon, 
and was received very cordially, ^he 
showed some evidence of nervousneHH, 
>)ut was rather calm and dispassionste in 
her statements. She either feigned it or 
is in reality a very eimple-ir.inded wn 
man. She protested her innocence ol the 
crime with which she is ebargsd, as well 
as any criminal intimacy with Sanford 
Sharp. She stated that she had em- 
ployed him to move her eflects from near 
Lenoxburg to Ohio and thence to Mason 
County, and that aftei spending a few 
days with them be took his departure, to 
what point she did not know. Mrs. 
iktone stated that she had never before 
been in trouble of this kind and didn't 
know what she could do to exuicate her- 
self.
